Washington, A^ril 1. — In order to 
expedite the arrival o( Minleter Loom 
is in this country, Secretary Long 
has instructed the Scorpion to convey 
General IxKimls to San Juan, where he 
will take Bteambhii) for New York. 

The report Minister Loomit will 
make to the state department will 
have much to do with the determina 
tion of the attitude of the United 
States toward the South American rc- 
. pabllc. The administration is deeply 
irritated over Venesuela's conduct and 
baa concluded that it is time for this 

JBTemment to assert itself ami a( 
quire respect and proper treatment for 
American agents and eiti/.eng. 

The withdrawal of Mr. Loomls in it 
self, is an indication of the displeasure 
of the United States, and Venezuela 
will undoubtedly so receive it. 

Senor Pttlldo, the Venezuelan charge 
d' affaires, sincerely regrets that any 
<llfferencee should have arisen between 
thp two governmnts. and he is ener 
gf^ically working to restore the 
former friendly relations. 

The future of Minister Loomls dc 
pends upon the conference he will 
have with Secretary Hay when he 
reaches Washington. Until the sec 
retary has had an opportunity to talk 
freely with Mr. Ix)oml8 as to the con 
ditlons In Veneinela it cannot be 
known positively whether' or not he 
will return to his post. Mr. Loomls 
has been the object of bitter attacks 
by some of the Venezuelan newspa> 
pers, not solely because of the asphalt 
controversy, but also because he wae 
charged with making false reports to 
his government tdui hiua; the insurrec- 
tory movement in Venezuela. The 
minister did inform the state depart- 
ment of the conditions as he saw 
them and of the prospects of the rev- 
olutionary movement. Officials of the 
Venezuelan government could not 
have direct knowledge of the minis- 
ter's reports, but because the reports 
were followed by the appearance of 
three United States warships In Ven- 
ezuelan waters, they came to the con- 
clusion that the minister had reported 
as very menacing and serious a revo- 
Intlon movement which the govern- 
ment organs were trying their best to 
minimize. Therefore these papers lost 
no opportunity of attacking Mr. 
Loomls in print and succeeded in mak- 
ing his lot unpleasant It is only fair 
to state that the Venezuelan charge 
here asserts positively that these at- 
tacks were made by irresponsible 
newspapers and that the government 
was not behind them and deprecated 
them. If Mr. Loomls confirms this 
view and he cares to return to Ca- 
racas, he will be permitted to do so. 
It is expected that Minister Loomls 
will reach New York April 10. 

There is no Intention of sending the 
the North Atlantic squadron to Ven- 
ezuela, for the gdveiinnent cannot de- 
cide how this matter should be treats d 
until Mr. Loomls has been personally 
consulted. The sauadron, which is at 
Culebra island engaged in maneuvers, 
Is about to head north In a few days. 
One or two of the vessels will be sent 
first to Kingston, Jamaica, but the de- 
lay will be temporary and the whole 
squadron will perhaps soon be under 
wajf for Tompkinsville.

Zamboanga, Island of Mindanao, 
April 1. — Owing to the peculiar con 
ditlons prevailing in the Suiu archi- 
pelago an4 the Island of Mindanao, 
the Philippine commission has about' 
decided to organize a departmental 
government covering all of ths Isl- 
ands south of the Viscayas. 

A uniform general provincial law 
Is impossible of application in the ex- 
treme southern islands on account of 
the necessity (jf debarring the Moros 
from self government except in cases 
where they have foresworn allegiance 
to Dattos, the sultan, and become sub- 
jects of the United States and for the 

further reason of the multiiili< itv of 
races and tribes in .Mindanao, and the 
diversity of interests. The commission 
will appoint a department governor 
who will have authority to negotiate 
with the sultan, Dattos,* and to act as 
direct representative of the commis- 
sion. The commission will visit the 
various posts in .Mindanao. 

MacArthur Asked for Facts. 
Washington, .April 1. — .\o report has 
been received at the war department 
from Oeneral MacArthur concerning 
the alleged frauds in the commissary 
department in the disposition of gov- 
ernment supplies in the Philippines. 
He has. however, been advised that 
such a publication has been made in 
the United States and he has been re- 
quested to send the facts. It is al- 
lef,'<Hl tliat Captain F. J. Barrows of the 
Thirtenth volunteer infantry, quarter- 
master of the department of southern 
Luzon, together with seven commis- 
sary sergeants, several civilian clerks, 
a prominent government contractor, 
the assistant manager of the Hotel 
Orinte, the proprietors of three of the 
largest bakeries in Manilla.* a number 
of storekeepers and other persons 
have been ari*ested and that the Inves- 
tigation has scarcely begun. Thou- 
sands of sacks of flour, a quantity of 
bacon and wagon loads of other goods, 
all bearing government marks, are 
said to have been found in the posses- 
sion of unauthorized persons. It is 
further alleged that a commissary of- 
ficer Is leading an immoral life that 
has become notorious.

Washington, April 1. — Bx-Senator 

Arthur P. Gorman of Maryland, in an 
interview regarding the recent politi- 
cal legislation enacted at Annapolis 

says: 

"If there are many Hllteratea In Ma 
ryland who r/Ill be affected by the 
passage of the present bill the blame 
lies with themselves. We have hssd 
the most perfect system of public 
schools for 30 years of any state south 
of Pennsylvania. Since 1870 the col- 
ored population have had ample op- 
portunity to learn to re.ad and write 
by means of the schools furnished by 
the white t.ixpayers of Maryland: and 
if, after these years ot honest effort 
on the part of.the white people in sup- 
porting these schools, there are. as is 
asserted, 2<S.000 of them who can not 
read or write, the fault can be attril 
uted only to their lack of desire to ob- 
tain knowledge. If they prefer to re- 
main in ignorance, there is no way to 
compel them to learn, unless the In 
centlve to vote may hereaft(>r eneour 
age them to iitfend s;'hools. The Mary 
lan:| peeple would have no trouble in 
regard to suffrage provided it was con 
fined to the legitimate residents of the 
state or the persons who have inter 
ests thfre. but by the exclusion of col- 
ored persons from participation In the 
elections in the southern states— and 
we believe the systematic efforts of 
certain employers to obtain cheap la 
bw have been the means of bringing 
great numbers of undesirable colorei 
men into Maryland, who have no In 
terest in our cdmmunity and possibly 
do not possess sufflcient intelligence 
to enable them to vote without asslst- 
ancp. who hnvo been u.sed, however 
by the politicians and threaten good 
order in the state— the Democrats of 
Maryland intend to protect the state 
against su^h inroads, with all the at- 
tendant ills that have followed in thf 
w.-ike of this Imrnigriition, and we 
iKive no apologies to make for our 
course." 



A LU8VYJNFANT. 

Steel Trust Capitnllzeil ttt .>Iorp Money 
Than Anyone t nu f;uinit. 
Trenton, N. J.. April 1.— The United 
Stotes steel corporation filed with the 
iSecreUry of sUte articles amending 
Its charter and increasing its capital 

stork to $1,100,000,000. Tlie state fee 
for the flUng of the paper waa $2:iO, 
000. The original articles filed some 
time ago were amended in only one 
particular. 'Sbis amendment was made 
for the purpose of taking advantage of 
an act passed by t!ie leeent legisla- 
ture. Originally the corporation could 
not merge or pledge Its real property 
or any of the stock of any other com- 
pany except by the affirmative vote of 
the owners of two-thirds of ilie capita 
stock. Under the amended ( barter it 
is necessarv to have the affirmative 
vote of only two-thifds of the stork 
represented in person or by proxy at 
any meeting of the corporation. The 
reason for the < hanse is the fear thnt 
the stock will become so scattered 
that it would be impossible to get 
two-thirds of the entire stock repre- 
sented at a meeting. 

SHOO K THE SU LTAg. , 
Violent Martbqnake Almost Caused a 

Panic In thi> PalucM. 
Constantinople, April 1.— A violent 
earthfiuake was felt in the Dombag 
ats( he palace at the moment of the 
Bairan ceremony, when the high oA 
cials were passing before the sultan's 
throne. A panic resulted, particular 
ly among the diplomats in the gallery 
many of whom immediately left the 
palace. The band ceased playing a»d 
the musicians rushed to the doors, 
Pieces of plaster fell from the ceiling 
and portions of the chandeliers were 
broken, adding to the general alarm. 

The sultan arose from his throne 
and took a few steps, apparently in 
tending to leave the chamber, but pre 
served great calmness and (iresence of 
mind, which had a good effect. After 
a moment's hesitation the sultan re- 
seated himself upon the throne and or- 
dered the ceremony to prorft*«l. A 
reception followed without fttriber In- 
cident or alarm.

Letter« received here say 
the Boers who arrived at Lisbon on 
board transports, Friday, from Dela- 
goa bay, were accorded a splendid re- 
ception, contrasting with the coolness 
of the popular reception of the mission 
headed by Earl Harrington, sent to 
Liisbon to formally notify King Charles 
of the death of Queen Victoria and the 
aocession of King Edward VII to the 
throne of Great Britain and Ireland. 
The hour selected for the landing of 
the Boers was kept secret, but never- 
theless a large crowd, a majority be- 
ing Buropean volunteers, was present 
and acclaimed the exiles. The party, 
numbering 700 persons, was escorted 
to quarter s by Portuguese inf autry.

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CHINESE OFFICIALS CANNOT AOREBl

Washington, April 1.— laformation 
has reached here to the effect that the 

Russian governni? nt, being s> i ion<Iy 
perturbed by the course of Cliina in 
not si;;niug the .Manchurian agree- 
ment, largely because of the protest 
made by the several powers, has con- 
veyed a distinct and unmistakable 
indication to China that if this course 
is II usisted in there may be an iiitiM-- 
ruption of the present intercourse be- 
tween them. This is little short of an 
ultimatum that China must sign or 
take the consequence of a termination 
of frii'iully r<»lations with Russia 
To what extent the United States 
will take cognizance of Russia's dispo- 
sition to enforce the signing of the 
agreement has not yet been made ap- 
parent. It appears to be the policy 
of the Chinese authorities to consider 
this a subject that concerns the pow- 
ers quite as much as it does China. 

The matter has become further com- 
plir ated l)y reports rea< hing Washing- 
ton tliat th>' Chinese autliorities are ili- 
Vid' <i on the eouise to he pursued. 
Some of the most influential, including 
Li Hung Chang, are urging that ac- 
(luiescenee be given to Russia's pro- 
posals. whil(! others insist on reject- 
ng t!i" a^'ieemeiit. The attitude of Li 
lung Chang is accounted for by bis 
well-known friendliness for Russian 
interests. In this case, however, there 
appeals to be arrayed against him the 
tifiug inlliience of the southern vice- 
oys, Chan Chi Tung and Lia Kun Yi, 
who oppose the signing of the treaty. 

The reports reaching here show 
that the agreement has not been sign- 
ed. Its litatus is most peculiar. The 
time In which it was to have been 
n'-d expired last Tu«'8day, but that 
day Yang Yu, the Chinese minister at 
St. Ptersburg. fell in the legation and 
urt his h' '. o that he w;is unable 
transact Im.iness. Tlie misfortuno 
as caused much an;usriiic iu h -re and 
some irritation in certain quarters, aa 
has been recognized as a most 
mely means. a( cidental oi' int< ntion- 
I. of avoiding a direct issue on the 
subject. It is not clear to what extent 
the Russian Intimation has gone, but 
in any event It gives an urgency to 
China's course which has not been pr»' 
seated thus far.
